G EN ER AL O REILLY IS DEAD 


Personal Physician of President Cleve- 
land Succumbs. 
Washington, Nor. 4.—Major General 
Robert Maitland O’Reilly, former sur­ 
geon general of the United 
States 
army, personal physician and intimate 
friend of 
President Cleveland, died 
here of uremic poisoning. 
General O’Reilly, who had been ill 
for some time, was born in Philadel­ 
phia in 1845 and participated in many 
of the stirring events of the nation- 
military history in the last half cen 
tury. 
Ho was in the Civil war as a 
medical cadet and saw hard service 
In the India 
campaigns. In the Span- 
ish-American 
war 
General 
O’Reil! 
was chief surgeon of the Fourth army 
corps. He was a member of the evacu­ 
ation commission at Havana and chief 
surgeon of lie division of Cuba during 
the first American occupation.

The debate at the opera house Sat­ 
urday evening attracted a large a u ­ 
dience who had the pleasure of hear­ 
ing two good campaign speakers, Col.
